PHYSICIANS PREPARING A STATEMENT 
48 TO THE CAUSE OF DEATH. 


Marks of Respect Paid to the Memory of 
the Famous American Throughout the 
Country—Flegs at Haif-Mast-—No One 

* But Members of the Family Admitted 
to the House-—Crowds Throng the 
Streets About the Noted Red Mansion. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—James Gil- 
lespie Blaine is dead. The event, although it 
has removed from the world a character who 
was prominent in everything he undertook, 

caused but little surprise. The news of it 
had been so long discounted that there re- 
mained but the line of announcement at the 
head of this dispatch. It was a foregone con- 
clusion that his battle with death would be 
the final defeat of his life, though the facts of 
his illness have from the first been 
studiously concealed through the 
official channels of communication. He 
was a sick man when he returned to 

Washington to settle down for the winter. 

Death and its bereavements added more and 

moreto his ailments. He has grown worse 

and has continued on his journey to the 
grave as fast asthe days would carry him. 

Science and skill have furnished him the 

weapons of defense for a comparatively 

long time, but his death has furnished the 
end af the fight. He was a doomed man 
from the start and to all intents-Be has been 
a dead man for these many days past. 

Dating from the cradle to the tomb, Mr. 
Blaine’s sixt, -three years have been active 
ones. All the trials and tribulations that 
fall to the lot of a public man have been his, 
and have earned for himthe peaceful ending 
ofa career which closed when life’s candle 
made its last flicker to-day. 

AT THE DEATH-BED. 

Mr. Blaine on his deathbed was surrounded 
justashe has been almost incessantly for 
weeks by those who were nearestand dear- 
est to him. Infactit was only his family 
and those very closely associated with them 
that have been permitted to see or even hear 
from him during the last days of his life. 

Trained journalists, calling into requlst- 
tion every honest means at their command, 
and resorting to every possible means within 


the White House, received another message 
addressed to the President. Blaine 4s——’’ 
was all he waited to hear, and he started on 
a run for the room of Private Secretary Hal- 
ford. The final word *‘dead’’ reach ed him 
as he was in the hallway separating the tele- 
graph room from Mr. Halford’s office, 

The Cabinet was immediately notified and 
came to the Cabinet meeting at the usual 
hour fully prepared. Secretary John 
W. Foster, Mr. Blaine 's successor 
to the portfolio of State, was at 
his residence in company with Mr. 
Partridge, the Solicitor ofthe State Depart- 
ment, preparatory to starting at noonJor 
Watertown, N. Y., where he and Mrs. Foster 
had planned to spend a week, when 
the news of the Secretary’s death 
was received . at the department, 
Chief Clerk Chelton immediately tele- 
phoned Mr. Foster, who went to the Blaine 
residence to tender his condolences. He post- 
poned bis trip and issued an order closing the 
Department of State to-day. ; 

The visit of the President and the Post- 
master General was quickly followed by calls 
from Secretaries Elkins, Noble and Rusk and 
Attorney General Miller and Secretaries 
Tracy, each of whom remained only a few 
minutes and then repaired to the White 
House. 

Robert Blaine, the brother of the dead 
statesman, who has been faithful in his at- 
tendance at the house of the dying man, 
called with his wife about 11:30 o’clock and 
remained with the family until 12:30, wnen 
they left in tears. 

One after another in a constant stream the 
more prominent people in official life have 
stopped at the house and left words of con- 
dolence with members of the stricken house- 
hold. 

The President on his visit to the Blaine 
mansion was accompanied by Secretary of 
State Foster and Private Secretary Hal- 
ford. He was met at the door 
by Mr. James G. Blaine, Jr., who had 
been interrupted by the call while engaged 
in writing a note to the President informing 
him of his father’s death. The President re- 
mained but a few minutes. He left a mes- 
sage of sympathy for Mrs. Blaine, saying 
that he could sincerely and thoroughly ap- 
preciate the great loss which she had sus- 
tained, 

YOUNG BLAINE’S STATEMENT. 

In answer to questions Mr. Blaine, Jr., said 
to the President that his father’s death had 
after all occurred quite unexpectedly. When 
the change in his condition was noted by the 
attendants the end came very quickly. 

I was preparing to go to the once, said 
Mr. Blaine, father having passed a very 
quiet and comfortable night with apparently 
no change in his condition. Mother, ob- 
serving that the nurse was

Toa reporter Dr. Johnston said: ‘‘I was 
called this morning to the Blaine residence 
about 9:30 o’clock and found Mr. Blaine ina 
very exhausted condition. He had grown 
weaker during the early morning hours and 
about 8:30 o’clock the nurse observed that 
his breathing was more difficult and his pulse 
more feeble than it had been. Dr. Hyatt was 
also sent for and urrived there about 
10 o’clock. After my arrival Mr. 
Blaine continued to w weaker very 
rapidly. his pulse becoming more feeble. He 
died at il o’clock. He was perfectly con- 
scious up to within a few moments of his 
death and recognized all those around him. 
He died without suffering.’’

His devo- 
tion to the public imterests, his marked ability and 
his exalted patriotism have won tor 
him the gratitude and affection 01 
his countrymen and the admiration of 
the world. In the varied pursuits of legislation, 
diplomacy and literature his genius has added new 
lustre to American citizenship. 

As a suitable expression of the national apprecia- 
tion of his great public services and of the general 
sorrow caused by his death, I direct that on the day 
of his funeral all the departments of the executive 
branch of the Government at Washington be 
closed and that on all public buildings throughout 
the United States the national flag shall be displayed 
at half staff and for a period of thirty days the De- 
partment of State be draped in mourning.

DEFEATED BY CLEVELAND. 

A presidential campaign came again with 
the year 1884. It was a most trying season 
for Mr. Blaine, for he was summoned to bear 
up against the disappointment of defeat. 
He had been twice beaten in the national 
conventions of his party, but they were light 
and trifling disasters when compared with 
the overwhelming tragedy of the loss of a 
national election,

A contest never surpassed for acrimon 
followed. Avery large number of Kepublii- 
cans, headed by severalnewspapers which 

d also theretofore followed the party die- 
tates, bolted the nominations and actively 
supported Mr. Cleveland, the Democratic 
candidate. All sorts of extraneous matters 
were dragged into the party warfare. Feel- 
ing most acutely the hazardous situation in 
which he was placed, Blaine went into the 
canvass with even morethan his ordinary 
flery energy. He traveled Over Ohio, Indiana, 
New York and some other States, addressing 
large meetings and giving counsel to his party 
leaders. In his speeches he made the doctrine 
of protection the main issue, thus for the 
first time in more than a third of a century 
bringing it to the foremost place in a presi- 
dential campaign.: The result of the election 
in November was very close and was not de- 
cided for several days. Whether Mr. Blaine 
was defeated or Mr. Cleveland elected turned 
upon the vote of the State of New York. The 
final count showe@-esnat Mr. Cleveland had 
won by a plurality ef:.4,047 votes. After it 
was allover, on Nov. 19 Mr. Blaine made a 
bitter speech at Augusta charging his defeat 
upon the people of the South, Claiming that 
the votes of the colored people in that section 
were not allowed to be cast for him, or that 
if so cast they Were not counted, The ad- 
dress provoked widespread criticism. ; 

After this episode Blaine was employed on 
the last voiume of his book until its publica- 
tion in 1886, in the meantime taking little ap- 

arent interest in public affairs. He emerged 

rom retirement, however, in the fall ot that 
year, during the campaign for State officers 
in Maine. The fishery dispute was then a 
live topic. American fishing vessels had 
been seized onthe Canadian coast ani the 
people of Maine were deeply interested. His 
addresses were nay devoted to criticism 
ofthe National administration. Protection 
was also one of his subjects, while the Prohi- 
bitionists received a large share of his atten- 
tion as well, his position being that there was 
no need or room for a third party.

BLAINE’S WATERLOO, : 
It was a peculiar condition which con 
fronted the student of American party 
politics on the Saturday prece iing the open- 
ing of the Minneapolis Convention, on Tues- 
day, June 7. Many of the former stanch 
partisans of Blaine were training under the 
colors of Harrison, while the men who were 
manipulating the Blaine canvass had in every 
former party contest been his most uncom- 
promising opponents. 
On this date, June 4, an event took place 
at Washington which chille! the marrow of 
Blaine’s backers, and as subsequent history 
shows made their defeat inevitable.

HOW HIS WEALTH WAS ACCUMULATED. 

Mr. Blaine died a rich man, even as wealth 
is reckoned in these days. He worth close 
on to a million of dollars, if not more than 
thatamount. Itis probable that if some of 
his speculative investments could be sold out 
under advantageous circumstances that his 
wealth would include him in any list of mill- 
fonaires. His holdings of coal lands are 
large and with the development of the coun-

Blaine, by reason of his wide  pop- 
ularity and warm friendships, enjoyed 
opportunities unusual to the average public 
man of making money.

11 He was interested with Secretary 
Elkins years ago in a Denver mine, out of 
which he made considerable money. At the 
time of his death he owned property in the 
city of Washington which would probably 
sell under the hammer for more than $250,009. 

In 1881, when he was living in his old house 
near Gen. Sheridan’s former residence, an 
was building his house on Dupont Circle, he 
told a well-known and wealthy Republican 
with whom he was talking on the subject of 
their respective riches, that he was worth 
$500,000. His property in this city has greatly 
enhanced in value since that time and the 
development of coal lands in recent years 
certainly made Mr. Blaine a much 
richer man on this class of — 
erty. Mr. Blaine bought his Dupont Circle 
property, now almost in the heart o 
the fashionable Northwest, when Stewar 
castle, which is across the way, was thought 
to be out in the suburbs. The grounds and 
the house cost him, approximately, $85,000. 
Two or three years ago he sold a number of 
the lots inthe rear of his house for $75,000. 
The house and the remaining ground is 
valued by competent judges at $150,000. Mr. 
Leiter, Mr. Blaine’s tenant, originally paid 
$12,000 a year rent, which has been reduced to 
$8,000 in consideration of Mr. Leiter making 
certain repairs necessary after the fire which 
came near consuming It. 

The house on Lafayette Square was at first 
rented for three years, with an option of 
purchasing for $65,000. He took advantage of 
the option and bought the property after six 
months’ residence. He also owned some 
valuable ground on P street and a consider- 
able amount of ground in a less established 
but good community, just beyond the 
city limits and overlooking the town. Mr. 
Blaine bought it very oe paying in the 
neighborhood of 10 cents a foot. A boom in 
ita few years ago makes itsalable at from 
50 cents to $1, and some of the choicest lots 
are held at $1.50.

Six Prominent Fublic Men Have Died 
Since New Tears Day. 


A remarkable obituary record has aiready 
been made in the beginning of this year, 
though the first month has not yet passed. 
Six men who either in war, religion or poll- 
tics have at some time held the public atten- 
tion have died, and with the exception of 
Mr. Blaine they have all passed away so 
suddenly or with so few serious premonitory 


symptoms that their going out has been a 
shock to the people. : 

On Jan. 11 Senator John E. Kenna, United 
States Senator from West Virginia, died. He 
had been sick, but his death then was unex- 
pected. 

On the same day an unlooked for attack qf 
heart disease carried off Gen. Benj. F. But- 


er. 

Six days later, Jan. 17, ex-President Ruth- 
erford Hayes, who had been the center- 
piece in one of the most dramatic events in 
American history, died at his home. 

Another six days elapsed and Bishop Phil- 
lips, Episcopal Bishop of Massachusetts, died 
suddenly. As an orator he was widely 
known, his deviations from the generally ac- 
cepted doctrines of the church had attracted 
attention to him and his recent election to 
the episcopacy of Massachusetts and the 
doabt of his confirmation for some time after 
his election made himaconspicaous figure. 

Next day, Jan. 24, Justice L. q. O. Lamar, 


‘prominent among Southern political leaders 


and one of Mr. Clevelana’s appointees first 
to the Cabinet then to the Supreme Bench, 
died in Georgia. It was known that he was 
fatally sick, but he had been reported much 
better of late and the day of his death went 
out walking.

JAMES d. BLAINE. 


With James G. Blaine all that is vital 
and worthy of old-time Republicanism 
passes away. He wus not an ideal states- 
man, nor even an ideal politician, but he 
possessed qualities of mind and heart 
which won him the most conspicuous 
place in his party and endeared him to 
thousands who had no sympathy with his 
political aims.

How much of his ill-health was 
due to this cause will never be known, 
but the humiliations wantonly inflicted 
upon him preyed upon his mind and 
crushed his spirit. He had the personal 
sympathy of the American people during 
the closing years of his life in a measure 
perhaps, than any other 
public man. It was a sympathy 
freely bestowed upon one who well 
deserved it.

He Saye That When He and Judges 

Thayer and Lubke Were on the Cir- 

Cuit Bench They Examined the Law 

Thoroughly and Were Convinced That 

the Auditing of the Clerk's Accounts 
Was the Duty of the Judges. 


The more the subject of auditing the 
clerk’s accounts of several courts is investi- 
gated the more clearly it is demonstrated 
that the most lax system prevails at 
present in the manner of handling and ac- 
counting for public moneys raised from this 
source. 4 

The Circuit Judges have abandoned it and 
the City Comptroller still denies that it is his 
duty to do it. Since February, 1891, the 
clerks of the Courts have run the business to 
su themselves and there has been abso- 
lutely no system of checks imposed upon 
them from any source. 

City Counselor Marshall was seen yester- 
day and said that he had prepared the brief, 
which was submitted to the judges of the 
Circuit Court in general term, showing that 
the City Comptroller was the proper party to 
pass upon the account of the clerks of the 
various courts. 

**Sec. A of the scheme virtually gives to 
the Municipal Assemblydhe powers that are 
usually vested in the County Court and at 
first I was inclined to believe that the Assem- 
bly would have to pass upon these clerks’ ac- 
counts. But after a general review of the char- 
ter provisions I was foreed tothe conclusion 
that the Comptroller, whois the chief finan- 
cial officer of the city, was the proper party 
to see that the accounts of these clerks were 
correct.’’ 

How about the Grand-jury?’’ 

he Grand- jury has the right to look into 
and examine the accounts solely with a view 
to see If any crimes have been committed. 
They donot audit the accounts to ascertain 
if they are Correctly kept, but merely,as I 
said, to see that there has been no wroigful 
conversion of public moneys.’’

Ot course, if he so desired, and for that 
reason I think some special enactment should 
be made on the subject. In my opinion it 
certainly was the intention of the framers 
of the law that the Circuit Court should have 
full control over its clerk and his assistants. 


The judges should be the ones to state how 
large a force is necessary to run the several 
courts, andatthe same time should deter- 
mine what compensation they are to receive. 

This would be beyond the province of the 
Comptroller, as he is not as competent to 
judge of it as the court itself. The present 
system is certainly yery lax and should be 
reformed.’’ 

THE DUTY OF THE JUDGES. 

Judge Eimer B. Adams, who was on the 
bench atthe same time with Judge Thayer 
and Judge Lubke, when asked about the 
— of the Judges in auditing the accounts, 
said: 

„I Know that Judge Thayer and myself 
examined the law thoroughly at the time and 
ifithad not been our duty toexamine the 
Clerk’s accounts we certainly would not have 
done it, as none of us were hunting extra 
jobs at that time.

FISHERIES AGREEMENT. 


Basis of the Compact Between the United 
States and Canada. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 27.—The report of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries has been 
issued. It states that the following basis, 
proposed by J. W. Foster, United States sec. 
retary of State, for an agreement to be 
reached dy a diplomatic exchange of notes, 
has been accepted by Canada, the Govern- 
ments of the United States of America and 
of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland: 


1. Acommission of experts shall be appointed, one 

on behalf of each Government to consider and re- 
rt to their respective governments, either jointiy 

or severally, or jointly to both governments in re- 
gard to matters in which they may be tn accord, and 
severally totheir respective governments with re- 
gard to matters of non-concurrenee concerning the 
regulatiens, practice and restrictions proposed to be 
be adopted ou the following subjects: 

(a). The limitation or prevention of exhaustive 
or destructive methods of taking fish and shell fisn 
in the territorial and contiguous waters of the 
United States and Her Majesty’s possessions in 
North America, respectively, and also in the waters 
of the open seas Outside of the territorial limits of 
either country to which the inhabitants of the re- 
epective countries may habitually resort for such 


shing. 

cb). The prevehtion of pollating or obstructing 
of such n centers, to the detriment of the 
fisheries or of navigation. 

(c). Theclose seasons expedient to be enforced 
end observed in such contiguous waters by the in- 
habitants of both countries as respects the taking of 
the several kinds of fish and shell-fish. 

(4). The adoption of practical methods of re- 
stocking and replenishing such contiguous and ter- 
ritoria: waters with fish and sheli-fish and the means 
by — 2g such fish may be therein preserved and in- 
creased.

TO HOLD COMPANIES LIABLE. 


Railroad Employes Endesavoring to Pass 
a New Fellow-Servants Bill. 


A committee representing the legislative 
board of the labor organizations of the oper- 
ating railway employes of Missouri is at Jef - 
ferson City endeavoring to passa new ‘'‘fel- 
low-servant’’ law. The labor interests rep- 
resented in this mission comprise engineers, 
firemen, conductors, brakemen, telegraph 


—— and machinists. Mr. V. P. Hart is 
chairman and Mr. F. B. Ward Secretary. 

The first section of the bill which they are 
working to have passed is copied from the 
Minnesota law. It makes railroad com- 
3 or corporations operating railroads, 
lable for damages sustained by any agent or 
servant thereof while engaged in the work of 
operating such railroad by reason of 
the negligence of a other 
agent or servant, The existing 
law allows recovery to a passenger who may 
be injured by reason of the negligence or 
carelessness of any railway employe, but 
denies such remedy to a fellow employe. 

Secs. 2 and 3 of the bill are simplified forms 
of the present law. 

Sec. 4deals with those interesting things 
known to railway employes as ‘‘death war- 
rants.’’ These are the agreements which 
those obtaining employment are said to be 
frequently obliged to sign, and by which 
they release the company in advance 
from any liability for injury they may sus- 
tain by reason of the cariessness or negli- 
gence of a fellow-employe. The section 
says that no such contract, or agreement 
shall be valid. 

The men urge that if they are injured by 
reason of another employe’s negligence or 
carelessness they should have the same right 
to recover that a passenger has and if Killed, 
their families should be entitled to the same 
right to secure damages that the families of 
passengers have. ‘Chey hold that the dis- 
crimination against them is unfair and un- 
just and does not apply tothe emploxes of any 
other industries except railroads. The“ deatu 
warrant’’ clause, they state, is necessary to 
insert, for if not made illegal the roads would 
refuse to employ any man until he had signed 
such a contract, ree ae | the company 
from all damages in case of their injury or 
death through any accident due to the care. 
less or negligence of some fellow employe, 
The men say that the railroads are lobyin 
against the bill, but that they intend todo 
all in their power to secure its passage. 
Other States, they say, have passed similar 
bills granting employes a right for action in 
case of injury, or their families such right in 
case of death.

A SECTION THAT CAN BE RENDERED 
EXCEEDINGLY PRODUCTIVE. 


Lands That the Indians Are Anxious to 
gell and That the Whites Are Eager to 
Occupy—Potential Cotton Fields That 
Would Be Tributary to St. Louis. 


8o much attention has been devoted to 
Oklahoma and the growth of that territory 
has been so rapid that many are of the opin- 
ion that within its limits are contained near- 
ly all the valuable lands of what was the 
Indian Territory before the organization of 
The contrary, however, is the 
case. The lands in the eastern section are 
far richer than those lying farther west, and 
were they opened to settlement would soon 
havea much greater population than Okla- 
homa, Ot one section in particular little is 
known save by those who have taken the 
trouble to investigate. 

A VALUABLE RESERVATION. 

Along the Southern border of the Territory 
is a great tract of country of remarkable 
fertility. Itis not nearly so well known as 
the lands held by the civilized tribes, being 
occupied by the Comanches and Kiowas 
who until recently were what is known as 
‘*blanket Indians, and of whom many have 
made no advance in civilization since they 
were rounded up“ in Texas by the army, 
and confined to their reservation. Those 
who have examined the land declare it to be 
equal to the best in Texas, in fact many con- 
sider it superior, as it is better watered. 
From the range of hills called the Wichita 
mountains the land sweeps in gently rolling 
plains to the borders of Texas, numerous 
water courses obviate all possibility of 
drought, and there is not an acre that is not 
fitted forraising large crops. But beyond 
furnishing grass fora few cattle and horses, 
the country might as well be a desert. 

Among the civilizeitribes agriculture is 
primitive, on the great Comanche and 
Kiowa reservation it is practically non- 
existent. Its great fertility is thrown away, 
and will remain in this condition until steps 
are taken to allow it to be settled. 
The majority of the acreage is utterly 
useless to the Indians, as a small proportion 
of the lands furnishes grass for their ani- 
mals, the only use to which they put it. 

RICH AGRICULTURAL LANDS. 

What the landis capable of is proved by 
the products of the adjacent sections of 
Texas. Wheat is raised, but not in large 
quantities. But it is one of the best cotton 
districts in the United States. A few whites 
who have been adopted into thetribes have 
— cotton and the results have 

een astonishingly good. It is estimated 
that between two-thirds and three-fourths 

the reservation can put 
cotton, with results that 
compare favorably with the 

best sections of Texas. Along the streams is 
a great deal of fine timber, including much 
valuable hard wood. Oatsandrye show ex- 
cellent returns. Certain sections, where the 
grass is particularly abundant and nutri- 
tious, have long been gazed at with anxious 
eyes by Texas stock breeders, who belleve 
tnat no better location for high-class farms 
can be found in the Southwest. In places the 
limestone lies very near the surface,and here 
Kentucky bluegrass thrives. Many regard 
the Comancheand Kiowa reservation as the 
finest body of land to de found in the Terri- 


tory. 
ANXIOUS TO SLL. 

The Indians themselves are exceedingly 
anxious to dispose of their holdings, and on 
two occasions deputations have been sent to 
Washington with the object of securing con- 
gressional action that the opening 
of this section of the ter- 
ritory would be of immense benefit to St. 
Louis can not bedoubted. It lies immedi- 
ately adjacent toa part of Texas that draws 
its supplies nearly exclusively from this city, 
Although at present destitute of railroads it 
is located in such a manner thut but little 
building would be required to bring all the 
lands into connection with St. Louis roads. 
Were the territory of the civilized tribes 
opened this reservation would have to zo with 
them. as if left in its present condition it 
would act as a barrier between the new ter- 
ritory and Texas, as the lands of the civil- 
ized tribes now act as a Darrier be- 
tween Missouri and Oklahoma. Little 
2 it is beHeved, would be required to 
ndace Congress to open the lands. No 
proper presentation of the case has yet been 
made, as the fertility of the lands has not 
been appreciated. But when thelr value is 
realized itis reasonabiy certain that there 
will be a demand for their opening that. will 
secure this result.

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CIRCUIT OCOUBT OF APPEALS. 


A Large Number of Opinions Announced 
This Morning. 

The United States Court of Appeals was in 
session this morning,and delivered a number 
ot opinions. In the case of the United states 
against Frank Shapleigh the decision of the 
lower courtin favor of the defendant was 
affirmed, This case arose out of the defalca- 
tien of Capt. A. E. Miltimore, a quarter- 
master, of the United States Army.

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Bills and Potitions Before the Lower 
House of the Legislature. 


FAVORABLE REPORTS ON THE FIRE- 
MEN’S PENSION FUND PROPOSITION. 


What the Trades Unions Want Done With 
the Convicts—Telephone Rates—Criti- 
cism of Committee’s Action in Report- 
ing Stock Yards Bill, Limiting Charges 
To Abolish Special Juries. 


JEFFERSON Cirr, Mo., Jan. 27.—The House 
put in three busy hours to-day hearing com- 
mittee reports, receiving new bills and hear- 
ing petitions. 

The bill authorizing the creation of a fire- 
man’s pension fund was reported by Chair- 
man Drabelle of the Committee on Mu- 
nicipal Oorporations with amendments. 
The bill in its amended shape cuts out the 
3wo-thirds percentage of fees collected 
by the Coal Oil Inspectors asked in one of the 
bills. As it now standsit authorizes the fre- 
men in the various cities of the State to es- 
tablish and maintain such funds dy col- 
lecting a percentage of the sal- 
aries of the members, and allows 1 per 
cent of the taxes collected for municipal pur- 
poses. The provision requiring that al; 
monetary gifts for meritorsous services re- 
ceived by members be turned into the funa 
was cut out of the bill as well as the coal oll 
inspection fees, 

Chairman Drabelle held that no fireman 
could be reqnired toturn any gift he might 
receive into such a fund, The same 
committee reported favorable the 
bill giving the members of the 
police departments of St. Louis and Kansas 
City two recreation days each month. As it 
is now the police are allowed only one day off 
in each thirty days. 

Representative Millman of Kansas City in- 
troduced a bill to close all the factories in the 
State Penitentiary and put the convicts at 
work making country roads. This species of 
legisiation is asked for by the trade nnions of 


the State. 

Representative Robyn of Kansas City pre- 
sented a bill making eight hours a legal 
day’s work. Thisalso comes from the labor 


unions. 
A measure to prohibit the sale of tobacco 


in any forms to minors under 18 years of age 
was introduced by Representative Self of 
Dallas County. 

Before the telephone rates opened to-day, 
the Committee on Private Corporations with 
Representative Bond of St. Louis in 
the chair; had a livelx meeting in 
one of the ante-rooms. Representative 
Gernez of St. Louis, who is not connected 
with the committee appeared and persisted 
in asking questions that conveyed the im- 
pression to several that he was representing 
the telephone companies. The per 
annum telephone Dill is before this com- 
mittee and the meeting was held this 
morning to hear from General Manager 
Smith of the Missouri & Kansas Co. 
Gernez kept up such a flood of 
questions that Ohairman Bond stopped 
him, and asked who he was representing. 
He answered that he was standing up for St. 
Louis. A wordy war followed between the 
two St. Louls members, but nothing more 
serious occurred.

necessity for reform up there in mnnicipa 
legislation, and it is proposed to bring it 
about in this way.

THE STOCK YARDS BILL. 


The action of the House Committee 
on Agriculture in acting 60 hastily 
with Representative Moore’s stock yards 
bill has been subjected to much 
criticism, particularly in view of the fact 
that no hearing oreven an opportunity was 
given the stock yards people to present their 
arguments against the measure. The Dill 
limits the charges to such an extent that the 
yards cannot be maintained profitably, at 
least this isthe claim that the Union Stock 
Yards management of St. Louis makes, The 
only yards affected are the Union of 8t. Louis 
and the Sst. Joe yards, In Kansas 
City there are no stock yards that can be 
reached by the measure for the reason that 
they are on the Kansas side of the line. 
Should any legislation of this kind have the 
effect as threatened, of closing the Union 
yards, stock growers shipping cattle, hogs, 
sheep and other stock to St. Louis would 
have to ship to the National yards on the 
East side of the river and pay bridge 
tolls. Representative Moore of La- 
clede County who introduced the Dill, 
has strong railroad leanings, but 
he insists that the act is to benefit the farmer 
and not the Gould or any other bridge. The 
bill will be fought bitterly in the Senate. 
When the committee reported the bill in the 
House the farmers, who thought it a good 
thing, sent it to engrossment. 

WAR ON SPECIAL JURIES. 

The fight of two years ago to abolish the 
special jury system of repealing the act 
under which it is empioyed by corporations 
and other litigants seeking jurors of ‘‘more

FOR BANK WRECKING. 


Revelations Promised in Capital National 
Affairs in Nebraska, 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 27,—It is stated on the 
best of authority that the Grand.jury has ro- 
turned five indictments against C. W. Mosh- 
er, in connection with the Capital National 
Bank, and is grinding out others by the 
wholesale. He is in the custody of United 
States Marshal Slaughter, and is being de- 
tained ina room in the Lincoln Hotel, where 
he is in constant consultation with his at- 
torney. The indictments charge forgery, 
embezzlement, perjury, falsifying bank ac- 
counts and receiving deposits after knowing 
that the bank was insolvent. When before 
the Grand-jury yesterday ne wanted to as- 
sume the whole blame, but the Grand-jury 
would not haveit that way. Cashier Out- 
cault was on the rack during the entire after - 
noon, but it is stated that the Grand-jurors 
are satisfiec that he was practically innocent 
and was only the victim of Mosher. It is 
given out to-night that the situation is much 
more serious than has been supposed for the 
past day or two and that as the investigation 
into the affairs of the bank proceeds there is 
evidence that the entire concern has been 
looted by Mosher by a system of forgeries 
which was cencealed from the other officers. 
It is said there is practically nothing left of 
the bank’s assets. Mosher statea to the 
Grand-jury that he had sunk the money in the 
Western Manufacturing Co., his —— 
tiary contract. He was satisfied, he said, 
that the investment would have proven a 
good one had he been able to keep his head 
above water fora while longer, but he was 
compelled to steal by the wholesale and got 
to the end of the rope before he was out of 
the breakers. He rattled along incoherentiy 
with his story, sobbing and crying, and be- 
fore he was through the eyes of half of the 
jurors were wet with sympathetic tears. 

The Grand-jury is going into the matter be- 
yond the connection of Mosher with the case. 
There are grave rumors that the evidence al- 
ready introduced seriously affects a number 
of Lincoln citizens, and Mosher will not be 
allowed to shoulder the full responsibility, as 
he desires to do.

New York, Jau. 27.—Col. Weber bas just 
completed bis report showing the occupa. 
tions, destinations and nationality of the 
immigrants who landed during 1592, as fol- 
lows:

NOT THE COMPANY. 


Futility of the Council Measure if the 
Stone Bill Is Defeated—Chairman WII - 
son Cole’s Position—Speaker Ward 
Takes Strong Ground in Favor of a 
General Conduit System. 


The sieet and snow which covers the 
streets to-day is a strong argument for the 
bill of Senator EB. F. Stone to put the wires 
under ground, 

Linemen are busy all over the city disen- 
tangling wires that have sagged and touch 
each other, and putting broken ones to 
rights. One day ofthis sort costs the ordi - 
nary company about as much as a year’s 
rental of a conduit duet would be at the pre- 
valling rates, while the loss in time and 
money to a Dig company is something pro- 
digious. 

The Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments, of which Vice-President William M. 
Horton is Chairman, will take up the Bell 
telephone conduit bill this afternoon, intend- 
ing to prepare it for report. 

The committee intended to consider the 
bill Tuesday, but Manager Geo. F. Durant 
was in New York, consulting with officers of 
the company, ana the Dill had to be laid over 
till to-day. Enough of the patents formerly 
held by the Bell company have expired to 
make it possible for new companies to begin 
business in St. Louis unless they are kept out 
in some other way, and it is understood that 
Manager Durant’s Eastern trip was to 
plan for this purpose with his su- 
perior officers. The Council Commit- 
tee considered the conduit bill afew min- 
utes last Tuesday in spite of Manager Du- 
rant’s absence, and W. B. Thompson, the 
attorney for the company, discussed 
the bill with the committee, say- 
ing that the company was perfectly 
willing to give a duct tothe city free in its 
proposed conduit in exchange for the right 
to occupy the streets. 

THE BILL’S GOOD BARGAIN, 

Even with that amendment, the bill is very 
unsatisfactory to members of the Assembiy 
who have examined it. Before it gets 
through the Council it will be amended so 
that the company will not merely have the 
permission to go underground, but 
will be obliged to go within a 
certain time, At present, in the 
absence of an enabling act, the Assembly 
cannot legislate to force the companies under 
ground, but it can make a contract through 
the bill by whien to get the right at all the 
company will have to undertake to conduit a 
certain extent of streets within a specified 
time. a 

But even if the dil were passed with 
this contract obligation in it the city 
would be ata disadvantage for the agree- 
ment would be binding on the company ony 
if it accepted the bill after its passage. If 
for any reason the company decided that it 
was toits interest to keep the wires above 
ground it could do so and leave the situation 
exactly as it is now if the Stone bill failed to 
pass. 

THE BILL OPPOSED CONSERVATIVELY. 

Among the Assemblymen who have a good 
deal to say critically of the d 
will be Nelson Cole, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the Coun. 
cil. Councilman Cole does not like the gen- 
eral theory ofthe bill, permitting and not 
commanding, nor is he satisfied with the sit- 
uation in which the city will be left if the bill 
is passed with the contract, understanding 
how —_ it would be for the company to 
refuse afterwards to carry it out.

Of Interest to Letter- Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 25.—The following 
has been issued from the office of Postmaster 


General: 

As substitute letter carriers are required to be in 
attendance at free delivery offices (sometimes for a 
year or more) at an anaual salary of $1 and the pro 
rata compensation of any carrier whose route they 
may be required r to serve, befora an 
opportunity occurs for promotion; and as the rein- 
statement of letter carriers who may have volun- 
tarily resigned, or been removed for * delays 
the promotion of these poorly paid dot itutes. 
where reinstatements im equity and good couscience 
should be reduced toa minimum, itis therefore or- 


dered: 

1 That the voluntary resignation of aletter car- 
rier shall be s bar to his reinstatement at any office 
where there may bea substitute in the service to 
any Class above the $600 grade. 

2. A letter carrier will not be removed except 
for violation of the postal laws and regulations, or 
for some cause affecting injuriously the efficiency 
of the service or his integrity as a citizen. 
r3. A letter-carrier removed for cause will not be 
elnstated unle.s the charges upon which his re- 
moval was based are disproved. 

4. No appointments of letter carriers at free de- 
livery offices will be made except from the substi- 
tute list until that list ls exhausted and promo- 
bene from seid list shall be in order of their senior-

PAFFLOW DESPONDENT, ~ 


Grieved Over His Witfe’s Refusal to See 
Him— The Habeas Corpus Procesdings. 


Oharles W. Pafflow, who maintains that he 
is ihe husband of Mary King Pafflow, at 
present a sojourner in the Convent of the 
Good Shepherd, was asked to-day to tell 
what he knew about his wife’s alleged en- 
forced Stay in the Convent. Mr. 
Pafflow was very despondent and em- 
bittered, hinting vaguely that if he could 


not recover his wife by law, he would 
make away with himself. He said that he 
had known his wife for four years, and 
had been married to her for two 
years, in proof of which statement 
he produced the marriage license issued by 
the officials of Dallas County, Tex. Nov. 11 
1890. He said that his wife had 
been addicted to the use of 
laudanum during their residence in 
Paris, Tex., and he brought her to this city 
in the hope that she might give up the dread- 
ful habit. The hope was not realized 
he advised her enter 
some Catholic institution for a time, 
although he is not a Catholicand his wife is 
a professed Campvdeliite. She left him on 
Nov. 30last. He did not know where she 
had gone, but two days later a man who said 
that hisname was Danaher, but who he 
afterwards learned was known as Detective

Smith of the local force came to him, and 
had a general conversation with 
him, the trend of which 
was the exact relationship between 


Pafflow and the woman de called his wife. 
When Pafflow learned the official character 
of his visitor he became a little anxious about 


his wife, and went to the convent, 
He says that he was informed 
that his wife was there, and he 


expressed his satisfaction at her being in 
the institution, because, he says, he believed 
that she was there of her own free will and 
that he would be} allowed to see her 
at convenient intervals. But when on subse- 
quent visits he applied for permission to see 
his wife the sisters informed him that 
she did not acknowledge bim as her hus- 
band and that she would not see him. 
He then secured their marriage license from 
the Circuit Clerk of Dallas County, and pre- 
sented this to the sisters, who said that on 
the strength of it he would be allowed to see 
Mrs. Pafflow if she was willing. Five days 
— he received the following letter from 

er: 

You did not believe mother assistant, but it is true 


that I do not want to see you, for we must give each 
other up. I want to be good, and now 
that in the world there are too many 


temptations forme. I cannot do wrong ° 
I hope you will be good and we may meetina world 
where there is nosin. Good-bye, and may you be 
Lappy. I will always pray for you. 

Mr. Pafflow states that he went tothe con- 
vent eight or nine times in vain efforts to see 
his wife, and then he consulted Lawyer 
Charles P. Johnson, who advised him to 
forego legal procedure, as she would prob- 
ably return to him in a tew 
months. Paffiow followed this instruction 
for a while, but he became fixed in the notion 
that his wife was being forcibly detained in 
the convent and he enlisted the services of 


lawyer Henry R. Watson. Pa flow 
insists that his wife is labor. 
ing under a delusion when she 


saysthatshe has another undivorced hus- 
band, for, he says, she made that statement 
before, and he hunted up the records 
of the place where she said 
the ceremony took place with the result that 
no record evidenge of any such marriage 
wastobe found. Lawyer Watson said to- 
day that de would apply for the writ of 
habeas corpus on Monday.

KID GLOVES FEOM LAMBSEKING. 


The Process of Manufacture From Hide te 
Finished Article. 


From the New York Times. 

The manager of a fashionable giove shop 
up town fell to talking the other day about 
the making of kid gloves. ‘‘Only a small 
percentage of the gloves sold as kid are 
such, he said. ‘*Millionsofkid gloves are 
demanded, while comparatively only a few 
goats are raised in the world, and of 
these a large number must be kept 


until full grown for breeding pu . 
A substitute for the genuine kid is found 
in lambskin, which makes an excellent grade 
of glove, and ig easily sold for kid. uine 
kid gloves can of course be obtal ata 
—— price, but thousands of persons who 
think they are wearing kid have only the 
skin of the lamb. 

**Where are the best gloves made?“ 

Well, the French excei all other nations 
in the manufacture of gloves. They are re- 
markable for elacticity, aad give when pres- 
sure is put upon them by the hand, and re- 
tain their shape for a longtime. But an ex- 
cellent grade of glove is made in America. 
The domestic glove sells well, and com es 
favorably with the imported goods. u all 
the branches of the glove-making industry a 
high degree of skill is required and the work- 
men a learn their trade in Europe. 

»The lambskins are selected with great 
care, and put into large tanks at the factory. 
These tanks are partly filled with the yolk of 
eggs and other soft, sticky substances. Then 
the skins are subjected to a thorough pound. 
ing witha heavy stick that is padded soas 
nottoinjure them. In some factories men 
with bare feet tread on them, their object 
being to ‘nourish’ the skin and make it 
strong and healthy.“ Theskins are kept in 
these tanks fora long or short pe » ac- 
cording to the Judgment of the superinten- 
dent. If allowed to remain too long they de- 
come too well nourished and decay. 

After the work of nourishing is over then 
comes the work of cleaning. he skins are 
worked in tubs of fresh water and washed 
thoroughly until all trace of useless substance 
is removed from the surface. They now be- 
come soft and in color are a dull white. 
Then they are laid on a smooth stone slab 
with the rough side down, and pressed an 
stretched until every wrinkle has 
smoothed 


being cut remain in this 
stretched state andare thendyed. Theaye 
is laid on with a brush, and the shadegis 
always darker than the one desired, for the 
Aripping and after treatment lighten it at 
least one-quarter. The greatest care is 
taken to prevent spots of dye from getting on 
the inside of the skins, as this would produce 
a damaging defect in a high- priced glove. 

After the skins have been allowed to drip 
for several hours they are taken to the dry- 
ing room, the airofwhich is kept at a high 
temperature, usually by steam heat. It does 
not take long for the skins to dry out hard, 
stiff! and rough. Before they can be used, 
however, they are made soft and pliable 
again by lying for veral days in damp 
sawdust. Then they are placed on a machine 
worked by a screw, and along and gentile 
pressure stretched to the utmost. If there 
are any holes, rough spots, or cracks in the 
skin, itisthrown away, or should de. But 
not all the glovemakers are honest, and the 
blemishes are often covered up. ac-

»The delicate part of glove making is the 
cutting, as the least variation in the lines 
will destroy the symmetry of the glove and 
make its fitimperfect. Patterns are used for 
each size, but even with these mistakes are 
often made. In first-class factories, where 
the skm is not properly cut it is thrown away 
or cut up into sets. Every skin is studied 
by the cutter soas to make greatest 
number of ves from it with the least 
waste, and it is so ded that the largest 
sizes are first marked out and the rest ts used 
for children’s gloves.
